ot these needs? 


Publicity enough exists to so 


advise them but it requires more 
than publicity in the usual sense. 
Parents, teachers, educational 
administrators, school boards, 
legislators need to round it out. 
And they need to act convincing- 
ly so that the oncoming genera- 
tions will at least be made 
£iioroughly aware of opportun- 
ity and the preparation neces- 
sary to meet the opportunity. Al- 
ways there is a serious lag in 
these things — in action to meet 
need. And in realization 
that 


investment in such action re- 
turns rich rewards. 


To come close to home, there 


does not seem to be an aware- 
ness that journalism offers those 
caialified " better careers than 
ever before. Also, that graduate 
schools of journalism are valu- 
able to those interested in such 
a career, once they have had a 
liberal arts education as a nec- 
essary base There are individual 
exceptions, but even these would 
do better with full preparation. 


Early awareness of opportuni- 


ties, their number and diversity, 
is important in making a choice 
if. careers and so being able to 
obtain adequate 
preparation. 


Too many of the college gradu- 
ates take diplomas home with- 
out knowing what they want ot 
do, and even if they do, how to 
go about getting into it. Perhaps 
they will be encouraged when 
they know that nearly always 
there is so much room at the top, 
and the rest is up to them. —

Sources familiar with McNa- 


mara's thinking said the secre- 
tary envisions both young men 
and young women taking part. 


Officials 
cautioned 
against 


jumping to any conclusions that 
the Pentagon would send imple- 
menting legislation to Congress. 
They did not rule out the possi- 
bility, however. 


McNamara's associates also 


sought to draw attention to oth- 
er facts of the speech. These 
included the secretary's call for 
"building bridges" toward Red 
China and his emphasis on in- 
ternational peacekeeping as a 
hoped-for pattern of the future. 


It was understood that McNa- 


mara and Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk has reviewed togeth- 
er the foreign policy aspects of 
the speech before the Pentagon 
chief went to Montreal to deliv- 
er it.

chasm" separating the United 
States from Russia and Red 
China. 


'•There is nothing to be gained 


from our seeking an ideological 
rapprochement," 
McNamara 


said. "But breaching the isola- 
tion of great nations like R e d 
China, even when that isolation 
is largely of its own making, 
reduces the danger of potential- 
ly 
catastrophic 
misunder- 


standings, and increases 
the 


incentive on both sides to re- 
solve disputes by reason rather 
than by force." 


Bridges can be built toward 


such nations, McNamara said,
